W ashington, March 4. — The bill- 
placing sugar on the free list and ex 
tending th e corporation tax to pre ti 
cully all incomes, which were indowed 
by the D em ocratic caucus and intro 
duced In the house by Chairm an Un 
der wood, of the ways and m eans com 
mittee, will be parsed by the house 
within the next two weeks, receiving 
the support of nearly all the Rregies 
hive Republicans, in addition to al) 
Demo* rats except those from the cane 
aud beet sugar states. 
The fate of the bills in the senate Is 
uncertain and 
the beet 
sugar men 
claim to have positive assurances that 
the free sugar bill will be vetoed by 
the president should it pass the sen 
ate and be sent to him. 
It is believed 
these assurances from the president 
were given the beet sugar represen 
tatives somt tim e ago when the po* 
nihility of the ways and m eans com 
mittee reporting a free sugar bill first 
be< aine known 
In this connection it is interesting to 
note the fact that a few days ago s 
strap convention 
was called 
In the 
Michigan congressional district repre 
Rented in the house by Joseph W 
Fortine), and two delegates were elect­ 
ed with instrm th in s to vote for the 
renomination of President Taft. 
Ford- 
ncy's district is heavily interested in 
beet sugar production. 
Among senate Democrats the more 
progress ive element is enthusingleally 
for Auth the free sugar and the spec­ 
ial excise tax bills as indorsed bv tbe 
house Democratic caucus. 
But 
the 
conservative Tremocratlc senators look 
on both bills with disfavor and some 
of them may oppose them on either 
economic or constitutional grounds 
The Louisiana senators, of course, 
will fight the free sugar bill tooth and 
nail, a- they claim the removal of the 
duty from sugar would ruin the in 
duatr> of their state 
O ther conser­ 
vative Demo* rats as well as the Re 
publicans generally, no doubt, will op- 
pose the special excise tax bill on the 
ground that it is not In Accord with 
the decision of the supreme court up 
holding Die constitutionality of the 
corporation rax law and that It is an 
attem pt to enact an income tax by 
indirection 
It was pointed out that the decision 
of the court in the corporation tax 
cane 
was 
based 
expressly 
on 
the 
ground that <ongren§ was w arranted in 
imposing a tax on corporations be 
cause of the advantages those con 
(•erns derived from the right given 
them to do business under their spec­ 
ial franchises. 
It was held that this 
reasoning would not apply to person* 
doing busine*** as individuals or in 
simple partnership*, ami certain!v md 
to individuals engaged In professions 
or receiving salaries. 
But it is tbe general expression of 
Democrats who favored the special 
excise tax bill that Its term s conform 
od to the decision of the suprem e 
court In the corporation tax case, and 
they declared the tax would be sun 
tallied by the court if the bill becam e 
a law 
Just what the attitude of the Pro 
gressive Republicans will be toward 
the bill is uncertain, but it seem s prob­ 
able that many of them will favor Its 
passage. 
On the other hand, it is ex 
peeled they will generally oppose the 
free sugar bill, in which case that 
measure would be seem to be doomed 
to defeat.
